Sir, 

Not hearing from you in replay to my letter of the 25th of Nov. ult. In reference to a proposed 
deliver by the Treasurer of the Mint, to the Melter and Refiner, in tale, of redeemed one cent copper- 
nickel coin to be used in the manufacture of three and five cent copper-nickel pieces to meet the 
constantly increasing demand for those two denominations of base coins, and thus avoid the 
purchase of new material at high prices, I respectfully call your attention to that letter, and ask for it 
your early and favorable consideration. 

Under the pressure upon us, for these latter coins, we are now obliged to use new copper and 
nickel while very large quantities of the redeemed copper-nickel cents, are cumbering our vaults, and 
are of no use whatever to either the Government of the public. If permitted to make the desired use of 
these redeemed cents, we can not only return the full amount to the vaults of the Treasurer, in tale, 
dollar of dollar, but the arrangement will yield the Government a net profit of from one to two 
hundred percent. 

The proposed arrangement, on the score of commerce, economy and the public interest, is 
emphatically sound policy every way with nothing to be justly urged against it, that I can conjecture; 
and I earnestly hope that the authority to make the proposed delivery may be granted at your very 
earliest convenience.
